ſeen and done in the Earth and Air, with his Bringing - up, 
his Travels, Studies, and laſt End.

CHAP. I. of his Parentage and Birth. 


Ohn Fauſtus, bon in the Town of Rhodes, being in the P10: 
vince of Weimer in Germany, his Father a poo2 Hugsbandmaft, 
and not able well to bzing him up, pet having an Uncle at Wit- 
tenburg, a rich Man, and without JCue, took this Fauſtus from 

his Father, and made him his Heir, inlomuch that his Father was 
no moze tronbled with him, fo2 he remained with his Uncle at Wit- 
tenburg, where he was kept at the Univerſityin rhe ſame City, to ſtudy 
Divinity ; but Fauſtus being of a naughty mind, and otherwiſe addick⸗ 
ed, plyed not His Studleg, but betook+himſelf to other Erereiſes, 
which his Uncle oftentimes hearing, rebuked him koz it; as Eli often: 
timeg .rebuked his Childzen fo2 unning againft the Lozd, even ſo this 
good old Man laboured to have Fauſtus apply his udp ro Divinity, 


A that be might tome ts the knowlege of God and his Law, But it is 


manifef, that many vertuous Parents have wicked Childzen, as Cain, 


Reuben, Ablalom, and ſuch like, have been to their Parents. * 
it, 


Fauſtus having godly Parents who ſeeing him to be ot a toward 


were deſirous to bring him up in thole vertuous Studies, namely bf 
Dſvikiſty ; mit pe gave himkelt ſecretly'ro Necromancy and Conju⸗ 
ration, inſomuch that few oz none could perceive his Pꝛokeſſion. 

But to the purpoſe, Fauſtus continued at ſtudy in the. University, 
and was by the Rewozs and ürten Maſterg afrerwards examined 
how he had p:offtred in dis Studies, and being kound by them that 


none of his time were able to argue with him in Divinity, oz fo: the 


exccllency. of, his Wifdor'to tompare with him, with one conſent 
they made him Dogz vt Divinity : But Docto) Fauſtus within ſpon 
time after hf bad obratned his Degre, fell into ſuch Fantaſies and 
deep Togitarions, that hg was mocked ok many, and ol the moſt part o⸗ 
the Students was, caſted the Speculator ; and ſometimes be would 
thzow the Scriptures from him as though be had no care vt his fo2- 
mer Protein ; ſo chat he began a moſt ungod!y Like, es hercakter 
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moze at large may appcar,fo2 the old Pzoverb ſaſth, Who tan hold what 
will away? So, whoean hold Fauſtus fromthe Devil, that ſ@kgafter 
him with all his endes dsurs; fo2 he accompanied himſelf with divers 
that were ſen in thoſe deviliſh Acts, and that had the Chaldean, Perſian, 
Hebrew, Arabian, and Greek Tongues, uſing Figures, Tharacters, 
Conjnrations, Intantations, with many other Cetemonles belong⸗ 
ing to thoſe Inkernal Acts, as Necromancy, Charms, Sathſaying, 
Witchcraft, Enchantment, being delighted with their Boks, 2Wo2ds 
and Names ſo well, that he ſtudied day and night therein, infomuch 
that he tould not abide rs be called Doco2 of Divinity, but wared a 
we2ldly Man, and named him*elf an Aſtrologian, and a, Bathematic(- 
an. and fo2 a ſhadow ſometimes a Phyſician and did great Chres,neme- 
ly with Herbs, Kots, Waters, Dinka, Rectits and Flyckers; and 
without doubt he was paſſing wiſe, and excellent perfect in holy Stri⸗ 
ptures : But he that knowneth his Maſter*s will and doth it not, is wor- 
thy to be beaten with many Stripes. It is mitten, No Mancxan ſerve 

two Maſters, and Thou ſhalt not tewpt the Lord thy God. But Fau- 

ſtus thꝛew all this in the wind, and made his Soul of no eſtimatſon, 

regarding moze his woꝛzldly pleaſures than the joys to come; therefoze 

at the day ol Judgment there is no hope of his Redemption, . | 


CHAP. II. How Dr. Fauſtus began to practiſe his Devilim Art, 
and how he conjured the Devil, making him to a pear,” and meet 
him on the morrow-morning at his owt Houſe: +? 54 
Du have heard befoze that all Fauſtus mind was to ffudy rhe Arts 
ot Necromancp and Conzuration,. the which exertiſe he followed 
day and night, and taking to him the Wings of. an Eagle thought to 
fly over the whole Mold. and to know the ſecrets of Heaven and Earth, 
fo his Spetulation was ſo wonderful, being expert in uſing his Voca- 
bula, Figures, Characters, Conjuration, and other ceremonial Acti⸗ 
ons. that in all haſte he put in pzatice to bzing the Devil, befqze him, 


and taking his way to a thick Id 8 5 Wittenburg, talled in the 
German tongue Spiſſer-Holt, that is in , the Spiſſer's Wood, 
as Fauſtus would oftentimes boalt af it among the Crew, being in jol- 


lity he came into the Mod one evening into the Cro\s.way, where he 


made with a wand a circle in the duff, and within that many maze Cir- 
cles and Chlracters; and thus he paſt away the time until it was nine 
oꝛten of the clock in the night, then began Dr, Fauſtus ts tall on Me- 
phoſtophiles the Spirit, and ta tharg him in the name of Beelzebub 
104 appear there pzeſently, without anp long tap ; then pzeſenrly *

vil began lo great a rumour in the Mod as if Heaven and Earth would 
have come together, with Wind, and the. trees bowed their tops to 1h 

ground; then kel the Devil to roar as if the whole Md had ben f 
of Lyons, and ſuddenly about the Tircle run the Devil as if a thoulund 
Waggons had been running together on Paved-ſones : After this gt 
the four cozners of the od it thundzed hozridly, with ſuchlighting, 
as the whole Mozld to his ſeming had ben on dre. fauſtus all this 
while half amazed at the Devil's ſo long tarrbing, and ddubting whe: 
ther he were beſt to abſde any mote ſuch hozrible Conjurings, thought 
to leave his Circle and depart; whereupon the Devil made him ſuch 
Wulck of all ſozts, as if the Nymphs themſelves had ben in Plate; 
whereat Fauſtus revived, and ſod ſontly in his Circle, expecting his 
purpoſe, and began again to conjure the Spirit Mepholtophiles in the 
name of the Pꝛinte of Devils, to appear in his fikeneſs;whereat ſudden: 
tyover his bead hung hovering in the Air a mighty Magen: then calls 
Fauſtus again afrer his deviliſh manner, at which there was a mon: 
ſfrous cry inthe Mod, as if Hell had ben open, and all the rozmented 
Souls curſing their condition: Pzeſently, not thꝛe fathom atove his 
head fell a flame in manner of a lightning, and changeditſelf into a 
Globe; pet Fauſtus feared it not, but did perſuade himſelf that the 
Devil ſhould give him his Requeſt befoze he would leave. Oltentimes 
after to his Companions he would boaſt that he had the ſtouteſt head 
under the Cope of Heaven at command. Wheeeat they anſwered, 
they knew no fotiter than the Pope oz Emperour, But Dr. Fauſtus 
faſo, The head that is my Servant, is above all upon Earth; and re: 
peated certain woꝛds out of St. Paul to the Epheſians, to make his 
Argument good, The Pꝛinte of the World is upon Eirth and under 
Heaven, Well let us come again to his Conjuration,” where we lefr 
him at the fiery Globe: Fauſtus vered at his Spirir's ſo long tarvping, 
uled his Charms with kull purpoſe not to depart befste Jr had his In⸗ 
tent; and crying on Mephoſtophiles the Spirit, ſuddenily che: Glodz 
opened, and ſpzung up in the height of a Man, ſo burning a time 
in the end it converted to the ſhape of a flery Man. This pleatkauß 
Beaſt ran about the Cirtle a great while, and-ſaUly'appeaved in the 
manner ot a G)ay-fryar, asking Fauſtus, what was his requeſt a. Fau- 
ſtus tommanded, that the next mozning at twelve of the tloc l: hnuld 
appear to him at his Houſe; but the Devil would in no wife grant 
it. Fauſtus began to conjure him again, in the namt ot Beelzebub, 
that he ſhould fulfil his requeſt; whereupon the SytrirFagred, and ſg 
they departed each on his way. 5 
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CHAP. m. The conference of Dr. Fauftus with his Spirit Wes 

phoſtophiles, the morning following at hisown Houſe, g 

3 Fauſtus, having tommanded the Spirit to be with him, at his 

hour appointed, he came and appeared in his Chamber, demand- 

ing of Fauſtus what his Deſlre was? Then began Dr. Fauſtus anew 

with him to conjure him, That he would be obedient unto him, and 
to anſwer him certain Articles, to fulfil! them in all points: 

1. That the Spirit wouldſerve him, and be obedient unto him in all 
things that he asked cf him, from that hour until the hour of hig death. 
2. Further, any thing that he deſired of him he ſhould bzing him. 

3. Allo that in all Fanſtus his Demands and Jnterrogations, the 
Spirit ould tell him nothing but that which was true. 

Hereupon the Spirit anſwered, and laid his caſe 81th, That he had 
no ſuch power of himſelf, until he had firſt given his Pꝛinte (that was 
Ruler over him) to underſtand thereof, and to know if he could ob⸗ 
rain ſo much of his Lozd: T herefoze ſpeak farther, that I may do thy 
whole Deſire to my Pꝛince; foz it is not in my power to fulfil without 
bis leave :'Shew me the cauſe why, (atd Faultus? The Spirit anſmerd 
Fauſtus, Thou ſhalt underſtand, that with us it is even as well a King: 
dom as with vou on Earth; yea, we have our Rulcrs and'Serpants, 
as Imyſelt am one; and we have our whole number the Teg ion, fo2 
although that Lucifer is thꝛuſt and fallen out of Heaven, thꝛoug jj his 
pꝛide apd high mind, pet he hath notwithſtanding a Tegion of Devils 
at his command, that we tall the Oziental Pꝛintes, ko; his power 18 
infinite; alſo there is a power in Meridie, in Septentrio, in Occiden- 
te, and ko; that Lucifer hath his Kingdom under Heaven, we miſt 
change and give ourſelves to Men to ſecve them at their Pleaſure, It 
is alta certain, we have not as pct opened to any Man the truth ok dur 
diacling; neither of our ruling, neither what our power is, neither 
have we giden any Man any gift, oz learned him any thing, except 
he p20mMKe to be ourg. - 22 TH - |
